The annual report of the Chicago & Alton 
Railroad is publishea this morning in another 
column.

$5,497,540.77. There is a discussion in the re- 
port of the operations of the Railroad law, and, 
to show that the charges of Illinois railroads are 
not excessive, the calculation is made that their 
entire annual net earnings are only 6}<¢ per cent 
of their actual cost. 


The Railroad Jaw of this State, in the opinion 
of the Directors of the Board of Trade, has in- 
creased the oppressiveness of the railroad 
charges which it was designed to mitigate. In 
& memorial to the Legislature asking that the 
law be altered materially, they say that it has 
destroyed competition between the roads. They 
recommend that measures be taken to set com- 
petition at work again, and, as more specific 
theans fox the protection of the public, urge 
that the companies be required to make all their 
schedules’ of charges public, and to submit 
them to the imspection of the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners. The suggestions 
of these gentlemen with regard to the correction 
of any rates that seem to them unjust or exces- 
sive should be binding upon the companies,

Senator Carpenter addressed the Senate again 
yesterday in support of his bill for a new eleo- 
tion in Louisiana.

The statement made by Tux Tuisunz, that 
the Rey.

The Northwestern Christian Advocate has the 
effrontery to defend the unseemly and swindling 
advertisements and reading matter which it pub- 
lishes, on the ground that it receives them from 
an advertising agent in whom it has confidence, 
and on the further ground that the writer of its 
editorials works for a salary and hag no control 
over its advertising columns. This is equivalent 
to saying that its advertising conscience is com- 
mitted to an advertising agent, while its editorial 
conscience 18 committed to Mr. Arthur Edwards, 
and has no dealings with the other concern. Al- 
though the advertising agent referred to is 
also ‘the advertising agent of some of the 
qnack doctors recently hauled up by Mr. 
Anthony Comstock, we have more re 
spect for his conscience than for the 
editorial conscience of the Advocate. If Mr. 
Comstock does his whole duty, he wili now go af- 
ter the other end of the concern. 

Our comment on the irresponsibility of the 
editor, for the advertisements in the Christian 
Advocate, is simply that he is not good scaven- 
ger if he leaves the garbage of his own newspa- 
per untouched in order to point out nuisances on 
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He explicitly alleged, in a former article, that 
this was “s young, pure girl, who left a street- 
car to.enter one of our public schools.” This 
was s gratuitous fling at the inmates of the 
senool, representing that the state of purity pre- 
vailing therein permits a girl to bow to a total 
stranger before ashe goes into the school. It was 
also gratuitous in sseuming that she went into 
the school at all.

THE REVOLT IN MASSACHUSETTS. 
The party press of other States must be dis- 
gusted with the way the party press of Massachu- 
setts keeps on growling about Simmons and pro- 
testing against Grant. The Springfield Union, 
which was started as an organ of unquestioning 
loyalty when the Republican threw off the fet- 
ters of party, says: 

If the Republican party of Massachusetts is worthy 
of longer life, the consummation of this outrage on 
the people of the State by the President, at the dicta- 
tion of Gen. Butler, will rouse it to show its worthi- 
ness by its actions, and the present victory of Butler 
and his gang will only serve to. make their final defeat 
more complete, 

Think of a once-loyal. journal that calls the 
President a member of a gang! It goes on to 
say that if Butler is henceforth to run the party, 


“the Republican party of the future wil] be 
very much smaller than the Republican party of 
the past.” The Boston Advertiser has a lachry- 
mose editorial, in which it says: 

The Administration has taken a false step and must 
retrace ft, We are at issue with the Administration at 
this point; let us uot attempt to disguise the fact, 
Massachusetts is Republican, and nothing can alter 
her political allegiance but the success of the policy to 
which the President and a minority of the Republican 
Senate lave rashiy committed themselves. 

The Boston Globe, which supported Grant. en- 
thusiastically in 1873, now speaks of him aad of 
the leaders of the party in this way: 

They have seen the President of the United States 

‘the willing tool of one man. They have discovered 
that ali his profeasions of Civil-Service Reform are but 
the meaningless chatter of «a politician. They have 
seen him descend from his high place and act the part 
of a lobbyist. They have learned that his one rule of 
conduct is to befriend those who befriend him; that 
he makes of the immense pstronage st his disposal a 
huge gift enterprise ; that he is not their leader; that 
there is a power behind him; that that power is Gen, 
Butler. 
The screed that contains this passage is en- 
titled ** What are you going to do about it?” It 
ends with the sentence; ‘‘Massachusetis Re- 
publicans, ‘choose ye this day whom ye will 
serve.”” The New Bedford Standard doesn’t 
want to give up the old party yet. I¢ believes 
that Simmons’ confirmation was owing to the 
efforts of erafty Democrats who wanted to split 
the enemys ranks. This is but cold comfort. 
In Worcoster County, the “heart of the Com- 
monwealth’ and the birthplace of Republican- 
ism, the revolt threatens to beconte a revolution, 
The Worcester Spy, the first notable Free-Soil 
paper in the country, which carried the county 
with it when it took a new departure in 1848, says 
it wishes to support the Republican cause, but 
it adds: 

We mean to do what we can to defeat Gen, Butler 
here in Massachusetts, in the Republican party if pos- 
sible, out of tt, (f we must, The name and associa- 
tions of the Republican party are valuable, and not to 
be lightly thrown away, but, whatever it is called, the

That the alternative has been presented to 
Dawes to retract his speech, to give & new Vver- 
sion to his facts, and clear the party of dll re- 
sponsibility, or be kicked out of the party, is the 
present outlook. We greatly fear that Mr. 
Dawes has not the moral courage to meet this 
proposition as it should be met. He bas on 
several previous occasions made a manly protest 
against abuses, and then permitted himself to 
be frightened out of his opposition. That he 
bés the intélligence and honesty to discover 
frauds and mismanagement, and to denounce 
them, bas frequently been shown; bat he has 
repeatedly shown s lack of courage in maintain- 
ing his position, and by yielding to the demands 
of party that he retract. In his present official 
position, he could have the moral support of the 
entire people if he would face his enemies and 
defy them; but we question whether he can do 
this. We fear that he will prefer to retain his 
nominal standing in the party tothe other and 
higher position of a great statesman fearlessly 
performiog his duty to his country,
